The men indicted. were Louis and 
Ernest Tonghini, brothers, of 354 Laurie 
Street, Perth Amboy, N. J., and a third 
mgn,as yet not arrested. The Tonghinis 
on May 12, released on 
bail and. rearrested yesterday. . They 
pleaded rot guilty to a charge of grand 
larceny and were. held. in $15,000 each. 
Prosecutor J h E. Stricker in New 
Brunswick, Nj J., said that the indict- 
ments were returned after the authori- 
ties had received information which, in 
his opinion, would lead to- the very 
of more than half of the platinum which 
had disappeared -from the chemical 
plant’s laboratory. 

~The. scientific pursuit of platinum 
thieves was done by the United States 
Bureau of Standards and discloged in a 
report made to the American Chemical 
Society, 

Work Hampered by Thefts. 

“The Bureau of Standards,’ said the 
s6ciety’s account: of the pursuit, ‘as 
well industrial. plants and uhiver- 
sities,” d been much hampered: by the 
stealing of its platinum, worth intrin- 
sically four times. its weight in gold, te 
say thing of its importance in scien- 
tific work.
